EXECUTION OF CRAMPTON YESTERDAY 


He Died Like a Coward, and Re- 
sisted the Officers, | 


BUT THE AX SOON CUT OFF HIS HEAD, 


On a Drunken Spree He Broke Into a 


Wine Shop and Killed Two Men 
W ho Tried to Arrest Him. 


Paris, December 16.—Eugene Cranipton, 
the murderer of two men, was guillotined 
this morning and the canille that gathered 
to see the execution greately enjoyed the 
spectacle affordei by the miserable, coward- 
ly wretch, as he was literally carried to the 
guillotine. 

At 7 p. m. the prison doors swung inward, 
and the procession could be seen approdch- 
ing. Crampton, who was in the agony of 
fear was supported by warders and accom- 
panied by a priest, who as he walked, read 
the services for the dying. The grim and 
awful red Guillotine loomed up directly 


ahead of the little perty. It was only a 


few steps from the prison. After walking 
a few feet Crampton raised his eyes and 
saw it. With a terrible shrek he threw 
himself backwards and fell to the ground. 
All efforts to induce him to rise were fruit- 
less and he grovelled on the flagstones, beg- 
ging most piteously for his life. To a per- 
son of any sensibility the scene was one of 
the deepest horror, but the crowd of roughs 
and abandoned women took the keenest de- 
light in witnessing the abject fear and lis- 
tening to the frantic appeals of the mur- 
derer. It became necessary for the execu- 
tioner’s assistants to lift Crampton to his 
feet, but even then he hung limp in their 
arms, and they were compelled to carry him 
to the guillotine. While some of the assist- 
ants supported him others quickly bound 
him and threw him against the bascule. 
Even then he did not cease his struggles. 
His contortions were terrible but they did 
not last long. 

The bascule was dropped into place and 
the assistants shoved it forward until 
Crampton’s neck rested in the lunette. 
Then “Monseur de Paris,” attired, as us- 
ual, in a conventional frock coat, and silk 
hat, touched the spring holding the knife. 
Silently and like a streak of light the blade 
fell and Crampton’s head dropped into the 
open basket awaiting it.

A Warrant Sworn Out Against One of the 
Telegraphers, 

Macon, Ga., December 16,—(Special.)— 
Today in the federal court, W. P. Epperson, 
trainmaster of the main stem of the Central, 
made a lengthy affadavit charging J. W. 
Stevens, one of the striking operators, with 
contempt. 

The affadavit is a lengthy document. The 
specific charge against Stephens is that on 
the morning of the strike, December 12th, 
the following telegram was sent from Grif- 
fin: 


Telegraphic Train Order No. 24, Super- 
intendent’s Office, Griffin, Ga., December 
12, 1892—To Macon junction to C & E of 
all trains west; broken rail near two hundred 
and eighty-two (282) mile t, little over 
a mile west of Fcrest; look out for it. 
Signed, W. P. E.“ 

The affadavit further alleges that at 2 
o clock p. m. Ramsey Tobey Sothers formed 
@ conspiracy and sent a telegram to all 
operators and despatchers on the Central 
system ordering a strike. That upon re- 
ceipt of the telegram, Stephens nailed down 
the windows of the office, locked the door 
and did not deliver the telegram. 

Stephens was arrested in the city today 
and carried before Judge Speer. The case 
will be called at 10 o'clock tomorrow. 
Stephens was released on his own recogni- 
zance,

A Camden County Merchant Killed at

human body that was ever witnessed in 
Brunswick was done by the Brunswick 
and Western switch engine No. 1 at 5 
o’clock this afternoon, when John C. Owens, 
a prominent merchant of Spring Bluff, 
Camden county, was instantly killed.

While crossing the 
track at the rear of the train his foot 
caught in some scattered lumber beside the 
road and he stumbled, the engine and one 
car passing over the body, cutting it into 
many pieces and scattering fragments for 
one hundred feet, Coroner Jennings was 
two hours getting the body together and it 
was 8 o’clock tonight before any one identi- 
fied the remains. Owens leaves a wife in 
Camden, who has been sent for.

Rome, Ga., December 16.— (Special.) 
The preliminary trial of Dunk Gwaltney, 
Bob Smith and Ben Nunn, who held up and 
robbed Henry Sanford, was concluded today 
at noon. 

‘They were carried before Justice Walter 
Harris yesterday afternoon and the remain- 
der of the day was devoted to Dunk Gwalt- 
ney’s case, This morning when the court 
again convened, the trial of Bob Smith was 
taxen up and Justice Harris bound the 
three negroes over to the superior court, 
under bond of $500 each, 

The facts as brought out by the evidence 
are very interesting. Ben Nunn, who gave 
away Dunk Gwaliway and Bob Smith, 
said that he was on his way home on the 
night of the robbery, and that he overtook 
Gwaltney and Smith and that they had told 
him they had started after some money and 
asked him to go with them. They went 
along together until the spot was reached, 
and Gwariney told him to get a rail and 
help Smith nold it across the road. He then 
asked them how they expected to get the 
money and they said Henry Sanford would 
2 be along aud they would get it from 

im. 

When Sanford approached they held u 
the rail and it stopped Sanford's weg 
Gwaltuey then took hold of the bridle and 
covering Sanford with a revolver, ordered 
him to “shell out.” After he had given up 
his pocket book, Gwaltney ordered Nunn to 
go — 2 his pockets which he did. 

Several witnesses were introduced to 
prove that Gwaltney spent the entire night 
at a house on Broad street, but this was 
successfully refuted by the testimony of Po- 
liceman Black, who saw him near midnight 
in another portion of the city. 

The officers are very glad that these hard 
case have gone to jail where they will stay 
for awhile at last.

How to Save the Soldiers’ Home. 

In another column will be found a prac- 
tical suggestion from Colonel P. H. 
Brewster concerning the Soldiers’ Home. 
We commend it to the trustees of the 
home and to our readers generally, as it 
points the way to the success of a noble 
and patriotic enterprise. 

Colonel Brewster suggests the forma- 
tion of a stock company capitalized at 
$300,000 to run the home, for say twenty 
years, or a shorter period, if the veterans. 
cease to require such a shelter, the pro- 
ceeds arising from the sale of the prop- 
erty at the end of that time to be divided 
among the stockholders. 

The home property—more than 120 
acres—is now worth about $200,000. In 


twenty years or so, at the lowest estimate 


of competent experts, it will be worth 
$500,000. Now, suppose the stockholders 
are subject to an annual assessment of 
5 per cent, or less, when circumstances 
justify a reduction? A man with $1,000 
of stock would pay in twenty. years in 
5 per cent assessments $1,000, or $50 a 
year, and at the end of that time, if the 
property, sold for only $500,000 he would 
draw out $1,660. 

But this is not all. The grounds com- 
prise 120 acres, very close to the city and 
easy of access. There would be nothing 
to prevent the lease of about seventy-five 
or one hundred acres for about twenty 
years at a handsome sum. This could be 
easily spared from the grounds of the 
home and would go a long way toward 
paying the running expenses. . 

The tract thus leased would, under pro- 
per conditions, be built up at once. The 
money for the leased land would consider- 
ably reduce e assessments, so that the 
stockholders would pay out only a nom- 
inal sum. 

Five per cent for the assessments on 
a capitalization of $300 are suggested, 
because they would yield $15,000 a year, 
the amount the state was asked to appro- 
priate. We have shown, however, that 
it would be easy to raise this sum without 
calling for such a per cent every year, 
and probably without ever calling for 
more than 2 per cent. 

There are thousands of patriotic men 
and women in Georgia who would gladly 
go into such a stock company organized 
for a purpose so praiseworthy, even if 
there was no profit in it. Fortunately, 
the present and prospective value of the 
home property would reimburse them, 
with satisfactory interest and a handsome 
profit. It may be that some of the detalls 
of the plan suggested by Colonel Brewster 
might be improved, but in the main his 
ideas are on the right line, 

We trust that the trustees representing 
the home will have an early meeting and 
discuss this plan fully, receiving also such 
suggestions as may be offered by outsid- 
ers who take an interest in the movement. 
Surely, we have enough patriotism and 
public spirit in the Empire State of the 
South to preserve and ‘utilize this gift to 
our old soldiers. We cannot believe that

can be attracted hither, and in taking practi- 
cal steps to attain that most desired and de 
sirable end. Why should not a convention, 
for example, of southern governors be heid 
at an early date to take this question of 
immigration into the south under advisement? 
The governors of the states could be the 
nucieus at least of the convention, associating 
with themselves such citizens of prominence, 
public spirit, push and broad views as would 
be helpful to them in giviag an impetus to 
a movement like this. 

That a convention assetab'ed for such a 
purpose, and composed of wen who knew 
what they were doing and who were sincere 
and sealous in their work, would devise 
plans that would be suecessful in attracting 
hundreds of thousands of eligible home- 
seekers and settlers to the fertile though un- 
occupied lands of the south, is beyond all 
question. And we have not any doubt what- 
ever that, if their excellencies, the governors, 
were to take the initiative in this matter, 
they would be backed up by the legislatures 
with such appropriations for the purpose as 
would at once remove any obstacles out of 
their pathway. For the voting of reasonably 
liberal appropriations toward the accomplish- 
ment of such an end would be like the scrip- 
tural casting of one’s bread on the waters, 
in the sure hope of finding it again, multiplied 
beyond calculation, after many days. 

This suggestion is in line with many 
articles that have appeared from time to 
time in our columns. We should have 
immigration commissioners, immigration 
societies, and an efficient bureau of immi- 
gration literature, aided by agents and 
lecturers who would go to work and 
start an immigration craze, so to speak. 

The west no longer invites capital and 
settlers as in former years. The most 
tempting field is the south and it should 
be properly advertised. One more point. 
This is the way to settle the race prob- 
lem. Instead of wishing for fewer blacks, 
let us wish for more whites. 
and the race question will drop out of 
sight. 

A Newspaper at Large. 

We have all long been aware that The 
Maccn ‘Telegraph was in financial dis- 
tress, but we did not know that this 
trouble was so extended as to include 
mental affliction. 

It seems, however, that the feebleness 
of its exchequer is shared bg all depart- 
ments alike, and when the ‘public sale, 
ordered by Judge Miller, takes place in 
January, its mental assets will no doubt 
be reckoned on a par with the more sub- 
stantial evidences of its weakness, which 
are to pass over the block. 

In an editorial in yesterday’s issue The 
Telegraph, in commenting on the press 
interview with Messrs. Patrick Walsh and 
Evan P. Howell sent from New York, 
says: 

Messrs. Walsh and Howell have not been 
very successful as protectionist leaders in 
Georgia. * * * We do not doubt that the 
gentlemen believed they were voicing the 
sentiments of a very large number of Geor- 
gia democrats when they expressed anxiety 
for the preservation of at least incidental 
protection—nor do we doubt that they were 
mistaken. * * Protection has no hold on 
Georgia demeérats, but they believe that a 
too precipitate abandonment of even a bad 
fiscal policy is to be deprecated. * * * We 
think we have indicated the real attitude of 
Georgia democrats toward the tariff. They 
are not anxious about protection, incidental 
or direct, but are quite prepared to see, in 
the course of time, the last vestige of it 
disappear. But because to be moderate is 
generally to be right and because they have 
respect for the interests and even the preju- 
dices of those who believe that protection 18 
necessary to individual if not to national 
prosperity, they will be satisfied with any 
tariff bill which proceeds on the right prin- 
ciple and affords substantial relief from the 
burden of unjust taxation imposed by the 
McKinley law. What the right principle js 
Speaker Crisp indicated when be declared in 
favor of putting all raw materials on the free 
list. 

The interview referred to was published 
in The Constitution, and other newspa- 
pers, on the same day that it appeared in 
The Telegraph, and we quote from it the 
full reference to the tariff, attributed to 
both Messrs. Walsh and Howell, in a 
casual talk with a reporter. 

Mr. Walsh is quoted: 

We must have revenues to pay the expenses 
of the government, and revenues above the 
point where they will be virtually on the free 
trade basis should be used for incidenta) 
protection. 

Captain Howell is quoted: , 

What the south wants is not free trade of 
an extreme character or protectfon of an ex- 
treme character. We want an even and equit- 
able tariff for the revenues required by the 
government, for its expenses, with protection 
from incidental revenues, applied where it 
will do the most good to the greatest number. 

The Constitution has expressed itself so 
often, in denunciation of the policy of 
“protection for protection’s sake,” that 
it is not mecessary to go into details here, 
emphasizing our position, to refute The 
Telegraph. 

The Constitution goes further in its de 
mand for tariff reform than The Tele- 
graph, and when the latter is ready to 
join the people for the immediate rep 
of the obnoxious tariff laws, it may con- 
sider itself in a better condition to lecture 
The Constitution than now. 

The Constitution is earnest enough in 
its demand for tariff reform to give the 
people the credit of believing that they 
were sincere when they spoke for the 
overthrow of the infamous system of pro- 
tection. The Telegraph has been preach- 
ing daily the doctrine of delay, and urging 
the democratic party to postpone for a 
year doing that which the people have 
demanded that it do as soon as possible. 

The Telegraph opposes an extra session 
of congress because it is afraid that 
prompt action would interfere with exist- 
ing conditions. The hope that immediate 
action would do this very thing is the 


reason that The Constitution urges the 


call of an extra session, “Existing cen- 


ditions” are not such that they should. 
be indefinitely hung as a millstone around 


the neck of the people.

we want it in 1898 instead of in 1894, 
as The Telegraph would have it. 


We endorse to the fullest extent the 


position taken by Mr. Cleveland in his 
admirable letter of acceptance, and by 
the democratic platform, concerning the 
importance of the immediate reform of 
the tariff policy of the government. We 
believe that every day’s delay, after the 
4th of March, means that much unneces- 
sary loss of valuable time. We dp not 
want to see one dodar’s worth of tariff 
tax levied for the sake of protection, per 
se, but, in the readjustment of the tax to 
be raised, exclusively for revenue pur- 
poses, the democratic party should, of 
course, have an eye to placing such tariff 
as must be levied, “where it will do the 
most good to the greatest number.” If 
this gives incidental protection to any in- 
dustry, and does not have the effect of 
unduly holding up the price of any com- 
modity, nobody will object, and if some 
are benefited by it and nobody is injur- 
ed, no harm can possibly come of it. 

Tax the luxuries—admit free the neces- 
saries of life. | 

This is the policy advocated by Mr. 
Cleveland, it is the policy of the demo- 
cratic party, and it is the line on which 
the tariff will be reformed, keeping in 
view at all times the right of the people 
to demand that whatever tariff there is, 
it be so levied as to have the least pos- 
sible effect on the cost of the necessaries 
of life. The opening of the ports of the 
United States to raw material from the 
world over, is, of course, a demand 80 
emphatic as not to need argument to 
prove its justice. 

We trust that this will be satisfactory 
to our carping neighbor, whose pocket- 
book is now in the hands of two receiv- 
ers, and whose assets, material and other- 
wise, will be distributed for the benefit 
of its creditors during the coming month. 


The Question of Good Roads. 

We are glad to observe that interest in 
the subject of good roads continues to 
grow. It is manifesting itself in various 
ways—in congresses, conventions and 
county meetings, in the newspapers, and 
in grand jury rooms. This is an evidence 
that public sentiment will soon be strong 
and energetic enough to take up the ques- 
tion and deal with it as vigorously as the 
necessity for new railroad lines has been 
dealt with. 

The reason for this growing interest in 
our road system is not far to seek. For 
more than half a century public spirit and 
enthusiasm have been engaged in carrying 
on the great work of railway building, 
and the results have been little short of 
marvelous. In pushing this work for- 
ward, no sacrifice apparently has been too 
great for states, communities and indi- 
viduals to make, and the result in some 
sections has been an overwhelming de- 
velopment that has resulted in a degree of 
disappointment. 

The energy and sacrifices of the pub- 
lic were aimed in the right direction, 
albeit posterity will enjoy the perfect 
result. 

It is manifest, nevertheless, that the 
era of railway building, especially in the 
older states of the republic, has practi- 
cally reached its limits, and the public is 
slowly but surely awakening to the fact 
that in order to reap to the fullest extent 
the beneficial results of its energy it 
will have to supplement its railway sys- 
tems with a system of public roads passa- 
ble at all seasons of the year. Once the 
knowledge of this fact becomes clear, 
neither arguments nor the pressure of 
discussion will be necessary to incite the 
people to supply themselves with a sys- 
tem of public highways calculated to in- 
crease the value df their railways and 
the value of th@r lands, and to promote 
their own comfort and convenience. 

The Constitution, in discussing the ques- 
tion of good roads, has suggested that the 
cities are more vitally interested in the 
outcome than the thinly settled rural re- 
gions, and that therefore they ought to 
betray a larger interest. But the question 
goes still farther. As posterity is to enjoy 
the ripest and most perfect results of the 
public enterprises of today, why should 
not posterity be called on to contribute 
to the cost of them? We have the advan- 
tage of posterity in this matter. It can 
make no protests; it cannot even engage 
in the discussion; it is powerléss. Never- 
theless, with the advantages it will have 
—with the improvements it will inherit— 
it will be in a much better condttion to 
meet drafts on its resources than the peo- 
ple of today who are building for the 
future. 

The organic law of Georgia gives too 
much protection to posterity in the mat- 
ter of taxation, but it is to be remembered 
that the framers of that law were filled 
with the bitterness that was the natural 
result of the reconstruction period, and 
they were essaying to protect the people 
against the possible incursions of specu- 
lators and projectors armed with alien 
powers and bent on personal ends. The 
spirit of the limitations laid on communi- 
ties in that law is not in tune with the 
purposes and desires of a homogeneous 
people, building up their state, not for 
themseives alone, hut for their children 
and their children’s children. 

We mention these limitations neither 
by way of criticism nor complaint, for 
nothing is more certain than that the 
people will make their organic law fit 
their purposes and desires. The limita- 
tions will disappear as soon as the taxpay- 


ers of the state make up their minds that | 


posterity, which is to enjoy the benefits, 
should pay its proportionate share of 
the cost of necessary improvements. 
Meanwhile, if the present and rising 
generations are to work for posterity and 
tax themselves to do it, it is time they 
had gone about it. The necessity is a 
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cbine-made affair, but depending on facts, 


circumstances and conditions wholly out- 
side the region of law or legislation. The 
Times says:

Further along in its article, our con- 
temporary remarks: 

The business of the world then is done by 
exchanges and not by mouecy, and the great 
business of the world is entirely indifferent 
as to whether the state banks are allowed 
to issue notes or whether they are not. The 
demand for bank notes comes from the rural 
districts, which is what is meant by their de- 
mand for free silver. These are without 
credits amongst themselves to balance against 
each other, and being without them, they 
are compelled to have a medium of exchange 
to take their place. It is the rural districts 
without mutual credits which want and re- 
quire currency. The notes of state banks 
would be for the convenience of these, and, 
as they are for their use only, as soon as 
one ig sent back to its home when it strays 
away the better it would 
the system. As the note 
intended for the  public’s use, 
can be no reason for protecting the public in 
its use. If the neighborhood man chooses to 
deal with the notes, he does so with full 
knowledge of the bank which puts it out, 
and let him take the consequences of his 


transaction, 
Without giving an unqualified endorse- 


ment to these views, we desire to say 


that consideration of them will clarify 
the understanding of those who imagine 
that bonds and other evidences of credit 
make the most desirable security. The 
rigid laws by which the national banks 
are bound have practically ruined their 
efficiency as banks of issue and as public 
institutions. Salmon P. Chase saw what 
the effect would be, and he was prompt 
to declare that the system was established 
simply to meet an exigency of the war. 
The reason the banks have practically 
ceased to issue notes is because the secur- 
ity the law requires is too costly. The 
funds that would be locked up in security 
bonds can be put to more profitable ser- 
vice than in issuing notes. Hence the 
contraction in the currency of national 
banks. 

This much seems to be certain—that 
if the repeal of the 10 per cent tax is to 
result in giving any relief to the people 
the state bank system must be freer than 
that which it is intended to supersede. 
To that end each state ought to be left 
free to deal with its own banks, to the 
end that these institutions may fit not 
only the state itself, but the necessities of 
the people. 

We have been and are now discussing 
the state bank question in a purely tenta- 
tive way. We are sure that state banks 
of issue should be revived in a shape that 
will enable them to furnish to the people 
@ supply of currency at once safe and 
elastic. The details of such a system will 
have to be left to the common sense and 
experience of those who are familiar with 


the business. 


The suggestion of The Richmond Times, 
weer, has about it the flavor of the old 
days when bank currency was based on 
the faith and confidence of those who had 
to deal with those institutions, and when 
the state banks of Georgia rose superior 
to panics.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The Richmond Dispatch has the following 
interesting notice of a lecture recently de- 
livered by Mr. Leigh Robinson: “Slavery 
was forced upon Virginia ‘and in the teeth of 
her remonstrance by the arbitrary power of 
Great Britain,“ says Mr. Robinson, and he 
Produces the proof. Twenty-three statutes 
were passed by the Virginia house of bur- 
gesses to prevent the importation of slaves 
and all were negatived by the king. ‘Ours 
was the first state not only to prohibit theslave 
trade, but to make it punishable with death.’ 
Mr. Robinson fails to find the evidence that 
property in man was an obnoxious doctrine 
at the north ‘until property in man ‘wholly 
ceased there to be lucrative. Small as the 
number of slaves necessarily was to the 
north of Maryland, in several of them slavery 
existed for more than fifty years after the 
adoption of the constitution.’ The constitu- 
tion of the United States, Mr. Robinson con- 
tends, was a distinct bargain between the 
north and the south for the security of slave 
property, ‘for which a redundant considera- 
tion was received by the former in the con- 
trol and regulation of commerce by a simple 
majority instead of a two-thirds vote. 


England’s tariff list is ‘rather short. To- 
bacco, tea, rum, brandy and other spirits, 
Wine, currants, coffee, raisins and a few 
minor articles that amount to little in the 
receipts.

When he became a presidential possibility 
in 1883-84, it was as necessary as ever that 
he should be stanch in his Calvanism, but his 
known defection from the Catholic church 
would rally against him many votes which 
might be cast for any other republican. It 
was in this emergency that the happy idea 
occurred to him that a close Irish affiliation 
would overcome this. The success of this 
scheme is known to all. For the first time in 
its history the republican party polled a heavy 
Irish vote, and the great bulk of it was Cath- 
ollie. The success of the scheme was de- 
stroyed, however, by old man Burchard’s slip 
of the tongue when he coupled ‘‘Romanism” 
with “rum and rebellion.” The allusion 
aroused at once all the dislike which Catholics 
feel for a man who has abandoned their faith. 
It lost the presidency to Blaine. The expres- 
sion would not have injured a born Protestant 
in the opinion of Catholics, but it meant death 
to a man who was looked upon as a pervert. 


It seems that this shadow which always 
arose to cloud Mr, Blaine’s political hopes, 
was destined to invade his family circle. 
His eldest daughter not only married a Cath- 
olic, but became one herself, This was fol- 
lowed by the unfortunate marriage of his 
son to Miss Marie Nevins, a Catholic, the 
marriage ceremony being performed by a 
Catholic priest. Out of this marriage grew 
Mr. Blaine’s controversy with Rev. Father 
Ducey. 


This same Father Ducey is the priest who 
has recently been at the bedside of the dying 
Statesman. The press dispatches, explain- 
ing the matter, state that Mr. Blaine was 
about to take a step which the exigencies of 
politics kept him from -taking heretofore. 
This statement, it is to be hoped, is not true, 
but that rather, Mr. Blaine, who had been in- 
different during youth, is simply awakening 
to what has always been his honest belief. 
To ascribe his action otherwise is to place a 
stigma upon his character which the frankness 
of his life forbids, _ 


ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


No Confederate Home. 

Editor Constitution—The Soldiers’ Home can 
be opened with out an appropriation from the 
state treasury. The trustees should not sell 
it, at least, without an effort to open it. 

The property known as the Soldiers’ Home 
is today worth about $200,000. In twenty 
years—probably less—it will have increased 
in value to at least half a million. The trus- 
tees offered it to the state, if the state would 
make an appropriation of $15,000 ' annually 
until it would not be needed longer as a 
home for the veterans of Georgia. The 
patriotism of the legislature would not per- 
mit the state to accept It. 

Let the trustees organize a stock company, 
capitalize the property at $300,000 and fix 
the shares at $10; open books of subscription 
and give the people of the state an oppor- 
tunity to subscribe for this stock on these 
conditions—That no money will be required, 
but the stock will be subject to an annual 
assessment not to exceed 5 per cent, and 
less if the needs of the home will not re- 
quire so much; the stock liable to be fom 
feited on default made in paying any assess- 
ment and reissued by the company. 

An assessment on this amount of stock at 
5 per cent would be $15,000, which would be 
sufficient to keep the home full of old vete- 
rans. When they have all passed away the 
property to belong to the stockholders. 

If the trustees will adopt this plan we be- 
lieve every dollar of this stock will be taken 
in a short time and the home opened. 

The stock will not be a bad investment, con- 
sidered financially, for this property, when 
the home ceases, will more than pay every 
dollar paid by the stockholders. 

This is only the brief outlines of a plan we 


believe, when perfected, will insure the suc-- 


cess of au institution that will be the pride 
of every patriot in this grand old common- 
wealth, and which will inspire the children of 
those who made so many sacrifices for the 
lost cause, with sentiments of loyalty to their 
memories that perhaps the action of the 
legislature in repudiating it might tend to 
obliterate. 

The monuments erected all over Georgia by 
the energy of her fair women in commemora- 
tion of the valor and devotion of our dead 
heroes, testify of the patriotism of our peo- 
ple, and this home for the living, will wit- 
ness that it is a mistake to suppose Georgia 
will ever disown or dishonor those who crown- 
ed southern chivalry with a glory as bright 
and lasting as the stars that gem her skies.

Gold and Silver.

The supply of gold that caused congress to 
provide for the debasing the silver coin 
was mostly obtained in the single state (as 
it is now) of California. And we know of 
no reason why history may not repeat itself 
and gold be found in Arizona in such quanti- 
ties as to justify the financial world in con- 
sidering how gold is to be kept at par with 
silver (16 to 1). Where, then, would be the 
gold contracts of the money grabbers? Who 
would be found with face so bold as to pro- 
pose to demonetize gold? . 

Silver and gold are both precious metals. 
Both are recognized in the federal constitu- 
tion, and not separately, but together. “No 
state shall * * * make anthing but gold 
and silver coin a tender in payment for 
debts.“ Gold and silver, not gold or silver. 
So every state has by implication the recog- 
nized right and the recognized power to make 
both gold and silver a legal tender for debt. 
And congress has the power to coin money, 
regulate the value thereof and of foreign 
coin, etc. 

Whit a happy solution of the silver prob- 
lem it would be to be able to sell it by 
weight at the same price as gold (16 to 1).

The Summer Session Question.

A very important measure came up in 
the house yesterday at the afternoon ses- 
sion when the resolution by Mr. Graham, 
of Appling relating to the way conyict 
are worked contrary to the terms of the 
lease in the saw mills of the southern part 
of the state. There seems to be much 
justice in the resolution and the way the 
gentleman from Appling argued the ques- 
tion it is clear that the people of that sec- 
tion of the state are united to break up 
the evil alluded to in the measure. 

Mr. Graham, who is one of the shrewdest 
members of the house and one of the 
ablest lawyers of the southern part of the 
state, made a very strong speech in favor 
of the passage of his resolution and made 
it very clear that there was much wrong 
in the practices of the lesses of the con- 
viets in those sections of the state. He 
said that the objections of practice were 
many.

95 GENERAL RAILROAD BILL 


‘Ties Senate Passes a Substitute for the 
Allen Bill. 


A few weeks before the present legisla- 
ture met The Constitution called atten- 
tion to the necessity for a new general] rail- 
road law. The last general assembly had 
passed an act and a constitutional amend- 
ment providing that charters for railroads 
should be issued by the secretary of state 
instead of by the general assembly. This 
was to secure uniform charters and save 
the state money. The act was defective 
and needed perfecting. 

To cure the defects Representative Al- 
len, chairman of the house railroad com- 
mittee, intraduced a bill which passed 
the house. The senate railroad committee 
worked on it laboriously and bas 
presented a substitute, which is considered 
a proper and just one. It provides that 
any number of persons not less than ten 
may apply for a charter. They must file 
with the secretary of state their names, 
residences, the name of the company they 
desire incorporated, the general direction 
of the proposed line, the capital stock and 
full 2 of that nature. Stock is 
to be of the par value of 3100 a share. 

Directions are laid down for meetings 
of stockholders, elections of directors and 
officers, the commencement of construc- 
tion the sale of delinquent stocks, etc. 

In no case shall a road be bonded or 
capital stock increased except by a vote 
of two-thirds of the capital stock of the 
corporation. All wers and privileges 
of a charter expire in two years from date 
of granting unless by that time the com- 
pany has fifteen miles of road completed 
and in operation if the line is to be that 
long or longer. Charters shall not be 
granted for a longer term than 101 years.

The’ next to the last section claims this 
provision: No railroad company shall 
make contract under the provisions of this

This substitute was passed by the senate 
and immediately transmitted to the house. 

The bill ia spoken of as fair and equitable 
by the railroad representatives who have 
conferred freely with the members of both 
the senate and house committees.

Has Found Its Way Deep Into the Oe) 
fenokee Swamp. 


A GREAT WEALTH IN RICH TIMBERS 


— —¼-¼— — 


Win Be Coming Out of the Swamp With- 
in a Few Momths—The Men Are 
Hard at W ork. 


Captain Harry Jackson came home from 
the Okeefenokee swamp yesterday and is 
happy over the progress of the work. 

Throughout the day he wore one of those 
happy smiles which is the well-known ba- 
rometer of the captain’s feelings, and with 
those to whom he talked he spoke in the 
most encouraging manner of the future. 

“Before I left there yesterday morning,” 
said the captain, “I stood upon the top of a 


steamer away down in the swamp where, 


no foot has rested since the Seminoles 
made their last stand. Within a short dis- 
tance of the — spot three bears were 
killed only a short time ago. ; 

How 4 — is the boat?” the captain 
was asked. 

“It’s about seventy feet long and fifteen 
feet wide and is there for the purpose of 
supplying the dredge. The work has gone 
so far into the swamp that we must carry 
the supplies in for the people. The canal 
is about fifty feet wide and ten feet deep.’ 

“And your work is progressing nicely? 

“Just as well as we could desire. By 
the Ist of April we will begin to get 
out timber, and then the burden will not be 
so heavy. The trip I took in on the boat 
was made in ten minutes. Before the canal 
avas cut it took more than a half day to 
reach the point to which I went. Since we 
have started the canal we are moving dirt 
for one and one-half cent per cubic 

ard, which would have cost us from 20 to 

cents using the mules. 

“This great. decrease is due to the use we 
can now make of the water. The sluice 
ways carry out more dirt in a minute than 
all the mules and plows could take away 
in hours. We can, with the hydraulic 
pressure we are now using, command 30, 
000 gallons of water per minute. We 
have had about three hundred men at work 
and a number of them came from the gold 
mines in White and Lumpkin counties. 
They have been working in those mines up 
there and are just the men we needed. 

“We have not had a sick man since they 
went down there. Some people think that 
the swamp is 8 ut that is 
wrong. There is no healthier place in the 
world. I think it is even better than Sara- 
toga. I go there every summer and am 
going to take my family down next week 
to spend the Christmas. It is hard to cal- 
culate the great good that will be done 
when that swamp is drained. A tract of 
land forty-five miles long and twenty-five 
wide will be reclaimed and placed on the tax 
books of the state. That alone will be a 
great benefit to the people of Georgia. The 
swamp is filled with the finest timber in 
the country. There is the long leaf pine, 
the cypress, the maple, the mahogany, and 
in fact almost every timber that can be 
thought of. No one has any idea of the 
greaa wealth that is hidden away down in 
that swamp. In time the canal will be built 
from one side of the swamp to the other, 
and on into St. Mary's river. The canal 
does not yet connect with the river, but 
will in a short time. The margin has been 
heretofore penetrable and as soon as we get 
as far in as we want for the present we 
will open with the river. About three 
months work remains to remove the top of 
one ridge between the river and the east- 


ern ma . 

“But, just think of it, a powerful tug 
boat is now plowing the waters of the Okee- 
fenokee and civilization has made itself at 
home in this vast wilderness! As I stood 
upon her deck, feeling the throb of her pow- 
erful engines, working her way through the 
* of the alligator, the bear and the deer, 

saw in the future fertile plains, happy 
homes and a territory equal to two large 
counties redeemed for dear old Georgia.”
